This is an application for a writ of 
certiorari to review the action of the 
Board of County Commisqgioners of 
Humboldt county, in this State, in 

_ following order, Muy 5h, 
to writ: 


*[he board having under considera- 
tion the petition of Edward Lyng and 
other resident tax-payers of “Willow 
Point Road District,” praying for the 
location, opening and esta —— for 
public use, of a public road and high- 
way, described iu said petition, and 
situated in said road district, aud evi- 
dence having been produced before the 
Board and heard by it io said matter, 
and it appearing to the Board there- 
from, that said petition was signed by 
a majority of the resident tax-pay.rs 
of said “Willow Point Road District,”’ 
and was in all respects in conformity 
with the law, in such case made and 
provided, the Board granted said peti- 
tion, aud appointed P. W. Cunning- 
ham, a disinterested person, as road 
viewer on its part, with such powers 
and authority, as is provided by ‘law. 

Plaintiff is the owner of the S.W.4 
of the S.E.4 of Sec. 10, L.. 39, N. R. 34 
E. through which said road, if opened, 
will pass. 

The statue provides that at any 
time when a majority of the resident 
rest sgt 20 of a road district, according 
to the last previous assessment roll, 
shall petition the County Commis- 
sioners of thelr respective counties 
for the location, opening for public 
use, establi-hment, change or vaca- 
tion.of any public road or bigh- 
highway, or road 
with an high way 
established, any street or alley in any 
incorporated town in such county, set- 
ting forih in such petition the begin- 
ning, course and termination of such 
aed or highway, street or alley, pro- 
posed to be located and opened for 
public use, establisied, changed or 
vacated, together with the uames of 
the owner or owners of the land 
through which the came will pass, 
said petition may be presented Ww the 
County Clerk of said county, and the 
Clerk shall lay said petition before the 
Board of County Commissioners at 
their next meeting ufver the reception 
of said petition, and thereupon said 
Board of Commissioners sha 1, within 
thirty days thereafter, proceed 
locaie, open to public use, establish, 
change or vacate such road, highway, 
street or alley. Before opening any 
new road, street or alley, or changing 
same, through private property, such 
roperty shall be condemned for pub- 
ic use as follows: “ * * *® Itis 
alleged in the petition filed in this 
Court, that plaintiff will sustain great 
damage and injury by the opening of 
said road, and tnat unless restrained, 
defeudanis intend to, and will, pro- 
ceed to locate, establish and open said 
road through plaintiff's said land until 
the same is completed to plaintift’s 
irreparable damage, and that 
for several reasons stated, the Board 
exceeded its jurisdiction in meking 
the order before recited. 

It is well settled that a Board of 
County Commissioners is a body pos- 
sessing but limited and special powers, 
that when its power or authority to do 
any particular thing is questioned, the 
record must show affirmatively all the 
facts nevessary to give it authority to 
perform the act complained of, and 
that, when this is not the case, the pre- 
sumption is against i's jurisdiction.

The fast case shows that the 24 Sec. 
of the act incerporating the village of 
Williamsburg provided as follows: 
“The trustees of said yilliage shall or 
may, on an application in writing of a 
majority of the persons owniog the 
property discribed in any such appli- 
cation, and who are intended to be 
benefitted thereby, or whore pfoperty 
shall be assessed for the payment «f 
the expenses attending the same, and 
upon such application, they are hereby 
fully autho.ized and empowered to 
widen and a!ter all public roads, streets 
and highways already laid out in said 
village.”’ 

The Court said: “‘Let us see what 
anthority the trustees had to proceed. 
They bad a paper signed by fourteen 
persons,in which they ‘suggest the 
proprie.y of having the street opened.’ 
* * * Although the petitioners say 
that they are ‘iuhabit«cnts inandabout 
North Third street,’ they do not ‘sug- 
gest’ that they own a single foot of 
the land in the street or elsewhere; 
nor is any land ‘described’ in the ap- 
plication, as the statute requires. 

There are only fourteen petitioners, 
while there are forty-four different as- 
sessments. * * The burden lay 
on the defendant of showing that the 
application came trom ‘a majority of 
the persons owning the property,’ and 
be has not only failed to show it, but 
the evidence is nearly or quite conclu- 
sive that a majority did not apply. 
The trustees, therefore, had no usther- 
ity whatever to open the street, and 
the plaintiff’s land in the site of the 
street has not been taken according tv 
law Sie owns it still.” 

We quote, also, from the Court’s 
opinion in the case of Qu He Grave 
street, 61 Cal., 444. 

The case sbows that the second ani 
third sections of the Act ‘*to provide 
for the opening of streets in the city of 
Oakland,” provided that eat Ao 
should be commenced by petition of 
five or more residents and freeholders 
within said city, addressed to the City 


to | Conncil, the petition to contain, among 


other things, ‘‘a statement that, in the 
opinion of the petitioners, the public 
interests require that the improve- 
ment asked for (describing it generally) 
should be made.” 

But the statement of the residents 
and freeholders tothe City Council 
was that, “in the opinion of the peti- 
tuoners the improvement asked for 
should be made.”’ 

Said the Court: “It may be said it 
is enough if the freeholders expre<s a 
desire that the street be opened or 
other improvements made; this must 
be all required by the statute, since 
it must be presumed the Legislature 
bas not attempt d to give the 
power—power which it could not g ve 
to five or more residents and freebold- 
ers, or deciding whether ‘the public 
interests require’ a municipal im- 
provement; iu o'her words, its neces- 
sity or expediency. 

But the statute does not purport to 
confer such power upon the petition- 
ers. The fourth section of the Act 
provides that at the regular meeting 
next after the meeting at which the 
petition of freeholders is presented, 
‘the Council may by resolution deter- 
mine the lands to be benefitt d, etc.’ 
Thus the ultimate power of determin- 
ing the necessity and ex ieccy of 
the work is placed in the City Council. 
The power, however, like every otber 
power of tie Council, is derived from 
the charter or statute, and can be ein- 
ployed only in the manner and with 
the iimitafions prescribed in tbe siat- 
ute. The statute authorizes the City 
Council to proceed with the acts look- 
ing to the opening of the street only 
after a certniu petition shall he filed 
with the clerk. It was for the Legis!a- 
ture te preseribe, an. the Legislature 
has prescribed, what the petition shall 
cont#in. Until « petition ix presented 
eon'anining substantialiv all that tbe 
law «le lares shall be inserted in a pe- 
Hit) m 0 initiate the proceeding, the 
Council has nm power or jurisdiction ts

signed the petition. 

What the Board did find is that 
‘said petition was signed by a major- 
ity of the resident tax-payers of sai 
Willow Point Road District. It was 
not found that a majority of the resi- 
dent tax-payers of the road district, 
according to the last previous assesa- 
ment roll, had signed it, 

The Board found that a majority of 
the then resident tax-payers of the 
road district had signed the petition, 
while the statate required a majority, 
according to the last previous assess- 
ment roll, 

Eleven persons signed the petition 
before it was filed, and four after fil- 


ing. 

The most that can be claimed is that 
the B. ard found that at the time of the 
hearing, fifteen constituted a majority 
of the resident tax-payers of the road 
district; that at that time there were 
not more than twenty-nine in all. 

But those findings do not show that 
no more than twenty-nine resident 
tix-payers of the road district appeared 
upon the last previous assessment roll. 
That many have shown more than 
twenty-nine, and hence more than fif- 
teen may have beeu required to con- 
stitute the requisite number under the 
statute. 

The Legislature had the right to re- 
quire the majority to be estimated 

rom the number appearing on the 
last previous assessment roll, and it 
did so. It could have required a peci- 
tion signed by every resident taxpayer, 
or by a number less thana malerity, 

In the present case the Board bad no 
power to locate the road in question 
withoat finding, as a fact, from com- 
petent evidence, that a number of res- 
ident taxpayers of the road district 
exceeding one-half the number ap- 
pearing upon the last previous assesst 
ment roll bad signed the petition. 
This was a jurisdictional fact withou- 
which the Board had not power to 
make the order complained of. 

Again, under the statute, it was just 
as necessary to insert in the petition the 
names of the owners of the land 
through which the road would pass, 
as it was set forth therein, the begin- 
ning, course and termination of the 
roade The statute declares that al! 
these facts shall be stated in the peti- 
tion; and, aside from the fact that their 
insertion is a statutory requirement, 
they onght to be in the petition for the 


protection of land-owners and the} 


guidance of road viewers. 

It is unnecessary to consider other 
on raised by counsel for plain- 
tiff. 

The order of the Board of County 
Commissioners of Humboldt county, 
dated May 5, 1886, granting the peri- 
tion of Edward Lyng and others to 
locate, establish and open the road 
therein described, and to run in part 
through the lands of Louisa God- 
chaux, hereinbefore mentioned, is de- 
clared and acjudged to be null and 
void, and plaintiff will have jadgment 
for her costs,

Since and before the war we have 
beard of something ideal “‘ down in 
the cotton and the cane,’’ “the land 
of flowers,”’ *‘ Dixie’”’ and the ‘‘Sun- 
ny South ;”’ we have read of that 
land whers through springs there 
bubbles to the surface the elixir of 
life; where never comes tbe kill- 
ing frost, where eternal Spring 
abides. By the writer of airy 
fancies the climate of the South 
was made ambrosia, fit food for the 
gods ; there, under vines and fruit 
trees, and encompased with the 
aroma of flowers, was the ideal 
home of the American. OF this 
picture of supposed real life we read 
and dreamed aud mused. What 
the disappointment when last 
month we saw with our eyes real 
life in the South! We saw rain, 
snow, hail and mud, swamps and 
forests of low underbrush hundreds 
of miles in extent, regions as wild 
and uninviting as this of ours when 
first explored by John C, Fremont 
under the gu‘dance of Kit Carson. 
We saw the old log cabin, in com- 
parison with which the New Eng- 
land log cabin on exhibition at the 
Centennial was a palace; we 
saw in use there the spinning 
wheel, idantical with that used 
by our grandmothers; the one-ox 
eart, the one-ox plow, with its 
wooden mould boards and even 
wooden pvints; we saw the quaint 
customs of Court day and other cus- 
toms so familiar to the reader of the 
history of Colonial days. In the 
presence of the “‘stranger than fic- 
tion’’ we could but wonder where 
now is the “‘New South,”’ of which 
Grady, Bingham and otber orators 
bave so eloquently spoken. It 
might be in Atlanta, Knoxville or 
Birmingha, but surely it is notin 
the rural regions of Virginia, South 
Carolina, Florida, -Alabama or 
Louisiana, where we visited. Oaly 
last evening we heard a prominent 
Nevadan, on bis way home from 
Alabama, describe customs and 
maooer of occupations that could 
bave undergone nv change since 
the time of the French and Indian 
wars.

Silver Certificates to be Listed. 

New York, June 8, 
A party comprising ex-Treasurer 
Jordan, E. K. Willard and J. B. 
McCormick, which bas been making 
a hard fight to have the certificates 
representing silver bullion placed 
upon the list of the New York Ex- 
change, succeeded in their purpose to- 
day, the Governing Committee at 


their meeting, after an animated dis- _ 


cussion, ordering that silver bullion 
certificates be placed in the regular 
list, and classified as ‘Mining Affairs.” 
The certificates are for 1,000 ounces of 
silver, 1,000 fine, deposited with the 
Mercantile Trust Company, of New 
York, and registered with the Western 
National Bank (Mr. Manning’s). Ac- 
cording to ite terms, no silver will he 
received less than 998 fine, nor single 
bars weighing more than 1,200 ounces, 
although bars of lower fineness will be 
taken and refined at the expense of the 
depositor, so as to bring the silver u p 
to the standard requirements. 
charge of 25 cents is made for each 
certificate issued, and a storage rate 
of one cent per day will be charged for 
each 1,000 ounces. The Mercantile 
Safe Deposit Company will report the 
amount of bullion on baod évery 
morning, and the Western National 
Bank will also report the number of

A Memorial tothe President From 
an Indian Council, 
EUFAULA, Indian Ter., June 9. 
The Indian Council has adopted a 
memorial to the President on the lahd 
question. Tne memorial makes an 
earnest appeal in behalf of the civil- 


ized and wild tribes against the act 
providing for the allotment of lands in 
severaity to the Indians. It says: “It 
will be detrimental to their interests, 
as it will in the near future engulf all 
of the indians and tribes of the Terri- 
tory io one catastrophe to the enrich- 
ment of land monopolies. It depreci- 

ates any measure which will place 
Indians in so unequal a contest,’’ The 
memorial states the Indian needs 
political identity, an allegiance, called 
elsewhere patrioiism, in order to make 
true progress in the affairs of life, and 
asks that the President stay the opera- 
tion of the law until they shall be in a 
condition to be benefited by it. It 
further requests that tie act be not en- 
forved until the tribes have an oppor- 
tunity of testing the validity of their 
rights before the Judiciary of she 
United States,
